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Hogs  and  pigs  on  U.S.  farms  on  June  1,  1970  are  estimated  at  64.7  million 
head  —  a  10  percent  increase  from  a  year  earlier,  according  to  the  Crop  Re- 
porting Board.    Hogs  and  pigs  kept  for  breeding  are  estimated  at  10.7  million, 
up  16  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Market  hogs  and  pigs,  at  54.0  million,  are 
up  9  percent. 

The  December-May  1970  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  52.6  million  head,  12 
percent  above  the  same  period  in  1969.    A  total  of  7.  2  million  sows  farrowed 
during  December-May  1970,  13  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Pigs  per 
litter  averaged  7.  33  compared  with  7,  36  last  year. 

Hog  producers  intend  to  farrow  6.7  million  sows  during  June-November 
1970,  17  percent  more  than  in  the  year  earlier  period.    Intended  farrowings 
and  average  pigs  per  litter  adjusted  for  trend,  if  realized,  would  produce 
a  June-November  pig  crop  of  49.  2  million  head,  17  percent  more  than 
last  year.    The  1970  pig  crop  (December  1969  through  November  1970)  would 
then  be  101.8  million  head,  14  percent  above  1969  --  largest  since  1943. 

HOGS  AND  PIGS  ON  FARMS  UP  10  PERCENT 

The  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  on  farms  June  1  is  estimated  at  64,  734,  000  -- 
up  10  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Breeding  hogs  at  10,712,000,  were  16  per- 
cent more  than  a  year  earlier.    Hogs  and  pigs  for  market  totaled  54,  022,  000, 
up  9  percent  from  a  year  earlier. 

By  weight  groups,  market  hogs  and  pigs  on  June  1,  1970,  and  the  percentage 
increases  from  the  previous  year  are:  under  60  pounds--27,  187,000  head,  up 
13  percent;  60-119  pounds  — 12,964,000  head,  up  8  percent;  120-179  pounds— 
8,050,000  head,  up  3  percent;  180-219  pounds — 4,377,000  head,  up  1  percent 
and  220  pounds  and  over--l,444,  000  head,  up  5  percent. 
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Hogs  on  farms  in  the  North  Atlantic  States  on  June  1,  1970  totaled 
931,000  head,  compared  with  936,000  a  year  earlier.    In  the  South  Atlantic 
States  there  were  5,946,000  hogs,  up  9  percent;  in  the  South  Central  States 
6,  376,000,  up  13  percent,  and  in  the  Western,  1,238,000,  up  10  percent 
compared  with  June  1,  1969. 

In  the  10  Corn  Belt  States       Ohio,  Indiana,  Illinois,  Wisconsin, 
Minnesota,  Iowa,  Missouri,  South  Dakota,  Nebraska  and  Kansas  --  the 
June  1  number  of  hogs  and  pigs  is  estimated  at  48,979,000  head,  up  10 
percent  from  a  year  earlier.    These  10  States  accounted  for  76  percent 
of  the  Nation' 8  total  hog  and  pig  inventory,    Iowa,  with  nearly  one-fourth 
of  the  total  hog  inventory,  had  8  percent  more  hogs  than  a  year  earlier. 

Market  hogs  and  pigs  in  the  10  States  totaled  41,  102,000,  up  9  percent 
from  a  year  earlier,  and  breeding  hogs  at  7,877,000  head,  were  13  per- 
cent above  June  1,  1969» 

U.S.  DECEMBER-MAY  PIG  CROP  UP  12  PERCENT 

The  December-May  1970  pig  crop  is  estimated  at  52,563,000  head, 
12  percent  above  a  year  earlier.    All  regions  of  the  country,  except  the 
North  Atlantic,  had  larger  spring  pig  crops  than  last  year.    The  Western 
region  exhibited  the  largest  percentage  increase  at  14  percent,  followed 
by  the  Weet  North  Central  region  with  13  percent.    The  South  Atlantic 
and  South  Central  regions  each  showed  12  percent  increases,  and  the 
East  North  Central  region  had  11  percent  more  spring  pigs. 

Sows  farrowed  totaled  7,  174,000  head  during  December-May  1970, 
an  increase  of  13  percent  from  a  year  earlier.    Farrowings  were  up  in 
all  regions  of  the  country,  with  the  largest  percentage  increases 
occurring  in  the  South  Atlantic  and  South  Central  regions. 

In  December-May  1970,  pigs  per  litter  averaged  7,33,  compared 
with  7.  36  for  this  period  a  year  ago. 

The  December-February  1970  pig  crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States 
totaled  13,675,000,  6  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier.    Sows  farrowing 
during  the  quarter  totaled  1,894,000. 

The  March-May  1970  pig  crop  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  totaled 
26,014,000,  up  16  percent  from  the  same  period  of  1969,    Sows  farrowing 
during  the  March-May  period  totaled  3,  530,  000. 

JUNE-NOVEMBER  INTENTIONS  UP  17  PERCENT 

The  Nation's  hog  producers  reported  intentions  to  farrow  6,  697,000 
sows  during  the  June-November  1970  period,  an  increase  of  17  percent 
from  a  year  earlier.    All  areas  expect  increased  farrowings,  with  the 
increases  ranging  from  6  percent  in  the  North  Atlantic  States,  to  25 
percent  in  the  South  Central  States, 
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Realization  of  the  June-November  sow  farrowings  and  average  number 
of  pigs  per  litter  plus  an  allowance  for  trend  would  indicate  a  pig  crop 
of  49,200,000  head,  17  percent  above  a  year  earlier. 


Farrowings  in  the  10  Corn  Belt  States  during  June- August  1970 
are  expected  to  total  2,517,  000  head,  17  percent  more  than  a  year  earlier, 
Farrowings  are  expected  to  be  above  a  year  earlier  in  each  of  the  10 
States,  ranging  from  increases  of  10  percent  in  both  Ohio  and  Wisconsin, 
to  39  percent  in  Nebraska. 

During  the  September-November  1970  quarter,  2,470,000  sows  are 
expected  to  farrow  in  the  10  States,  15  percent  more  than  last  year. 
Increases  range  from  8  percent  in  Ohio  to  29  percent  in  South  Dakota.
